FUND REPRESENTED 
AS 7 YEARS’ SPOILS 


Seized Accountants’ Books 
Held Key to Officials’ En- 
~ fiched Accounts. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 30 (A.P.).—Golden 
streams of graft have been flowing out 
of the strong boxes of Philadelphia 


bootleggers and swelling the accounts 


Of police and police officials, District 
Attorney Monaghan disclosed today. 

Aside from saying that these revela- 
tions were uncovered in the records of 
Marks, Weinberg & Co., public account- 
ants, seized Wednesday night, the 
prosecutor declined to amplify because, 
he said, “it may interfere with the 
investigation.” 

The investigation is being conducted 
by the grand jury which was charged 
to inquire into criminal conditions in 
Philadelphia after two gang killings 
had occurred within a week. 

While the grand jury was hearing 
witnesses. throughout the aftei oon, 
fourteen experts were going over the 
books, records and files of the public 
accountants. 

All 

Virtually everything in their offices. 
including ledgers, files, balance books 
and other important records, were 
seized by the prosecutor after informa- 
tion of the firm's connection with the 
bootlegging syndicate in Philadelphia 
was given him. 

The grand jury previously had been 
told that in fifteen banking institu- 
tions of Philadelphia the bootiegging 
tring had deposited $10.600,590, said to 
have been collected during the last 
seven years. 

Max “Boo Boo” Hoff was grilled by 
the grand jury for more than an hour 
today regarding bootlegging. 

With the record before them of the 
revelations made by Louis R. Elfman, 
who testified yesterday that he had 
been hired by, Hoff to act as a trailer 
or armed guard for motor trucks run- 
ming illicit cargoes of alcohol. Mona- 
ghan and the jurors quizzed Hoff. 
Neither Hoff, named by Elfman as “king 
of Philadelphia bootleggers,” nor the 
district attorney would disclose the na- 
ture of the questions asked him. 


Freedman Is Sought. 


Nor would Hoff discuss the where- 
abouts of William (‘Sailor’) Freed- 
man, a former prize fighter, who Elf- 
mun asserted had attacked him on the 
street Tuesday and later in Hoff’s of- 
fice had threatened further violence if 
he told the grand jury anything detri- 
mental to Hoff. 

A warrant has been issued for the 
arrest of Freedman, who was said to 
have disappeared when Elfman ‘was 
telling his story to the grand Jury. Po- 
lice throughout the country have been 
asked to search for him. 

The district attorney has subpenaed 
the public accountants, Marks and 
Weinberg, to appear before the grand 
jury. 

“We have information,” said Mona- 
ghan, “that records and accounts af 
practically every bootlegging combina- 
tion in the city are among the records 
which we seized.”

When Rossi escaped from Genoa to 
Nice in a speed boat early in 1926, he 
vowed vengeance against Mussolini! and 
told a newspaper man that he “would 
have Mussolini strung up higher than 
any yardarm pirates ever knew.” 

Recently Rossi shifted his head- 
quarters from Paris to Switzerland. 

(Rossi was one of a group accused of 
complicity in the murder of the 
Socialist deputy, Matteotti, four years 
ago. in October, 1925, he was acquitted 
and freed, but fled from Rome several 
montns later).

Mr. Robinson, a consistent supporter 
of dry legislation in Congress, opened 
his ‘discussion of prohibition with the 
stutement that “there has always been 
room in the Democratic party for those 
who differ as to the best means of pro- 
moting temperance and of suppressing 
the traffic in alcoholic beverages.” 

Defend’s Smith’s Position. 


He reviewed the respective positions 
of the Democratic and Republican plat- 
forms on prohibition; declared the 
Houston convention had recognized 


that Democracy was neither a prohibi- 
tion nor an antiprohibition organiza- 
tion and launched an attack against 
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those who have referred to Gov. Smith, 
the party’s presidential nominee, as a 
nullificationist.

The senator, in discussing the Amer- 
ican shipping policy said an adequate 
merchant marine was recognized by 
the Democratic party as “essential to 
the safety of the Nation and the inde- 
pendence of its commerce,” and on 
the ques‘ion of political corruption 
he held that “honesty in public affairs 
ig of transcending importance.” 


“Corruption Decadence Sign.” 


“Corruption is thc red signal of de- 
Cadence,” he said in reviewing dis- 
closures in recent years by Senate in- 
vestigating committees, adding: 

“The Democratic party pledges it- 
self to ‘rescue the Government from 
those who have betrayed their trust 
by disgracing it.’” 

Mr. Robinson, a supporter 
McNary-Haugen bill, said that Mr. 
Hoover’s present “position touching 
upon lektslation for agricultural relief 
marks no material advance,” and that 
the Republican nominee in his ac- 
ceptance speech recognized the “per. 
sistence of the (farm) problem and 
what is more significant the failure of 
his party to advance ‘a constructive 
program of relief’.”’ 

The senator reviewed Mr. Hoover's 
remarks on the farm question and de- 
clared that the Democrats repudiate 
his “proposal to limit farm production 
to domestic demands as calculated to 
belittle rather than to encourage the 
great industry of agriculture. * * * 

“If a more equitable and effective 
plan than that comprised by the equal- 
ization fee is discovered it should be 
adopted. The time has come, however. 
when an economic adventure is justi- 
fled in behalf of the millions who en- 
gage in that industry without which 
civilization could not survive. 

“The Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent has committed himself to prompt 
and decisive action in accordance with 
the principles outlined in our plat- 
form.”

Claim of Slain Woman’s Hus- 
band That He Was Absent 
Fishing Upheld. 


COAT CLEW BREAKS DOWN 


Los Angeles, Aug. 30 (A.P.).—The 
State claimed the establishment of two 
decisive points in its case against Leo 
P. Kelley, on trial for the murder of 
Mrs. Myrtle Mellus, his society matron 
sweetheart, in testimony given by two 
of its witnesses today. 

C. F. Waldman, for 14 years a friend 
of Frank Mellus, husband of the slain 
woman, testified that on Sunday, 
August 5, the day of her tragic death. 
he was with “‘ellus from 7 o'clock in 
| the morning until 5 p m. Waldman cor- 
| roborated Mellus’ own testimony that 
| both were fishing off a Venice barze 
most of the day and declared that they 
left the barge together about 4 o'clock 
Waldman testified that Mellus motored 
away from the Venice pier at 5 o’clock 
that afternoon. The State called the 
testimony as direct refutation of the 
defense claims that Mellus arrived 
home at 3:30 p. m, and the defense 
hint that Mellus himself might have 
attacked his wife in a rage. 

Another State witness, C. C. Gougar, 
member of the fire department rescue 
squad, which was called to the Mellus 
home to attempt to revive the prostrate 
woman, contradicted another defense 
claim. He testified that when he 
reached the bedroom where Mrs 


Mellus’ nude and mutilated body was 
found by her husband, it was between 
9:30 and 5:48 p. m., and that Mellus’ 
sports coat was not under the woman's 
head and that he did not see it. Yes- 
terday the defense stated in court that 
Mellus’ coat was found on the bed 
under the woman’s head ‘The prosecu- 
tion displayed to the witness both the 
coat and a red silk kimono, asking if 
he had seen either. Gougar declared 
the red kimono was under the woman's 
head 

Gougar and another member of the 
rescue squad testified that in their ex- 
amination to learn if life still existed 
in the unconscious woman, they leaned 
close to her face, but did not detect the 
odor of liquor. Both men testified that 
Mrs. Mellus’ left eye was so swollen 
that, the rubber pulmotor mask would 
not fit on her face and this made the 
operation of the pulmotor inefficient. 
They also testified to observing the 
bruised condition of the upper part of 
the body when they first arrived. The 
second fireman, C. E. Adams, admitted 
under cross-examination that he did 
not notice either the chamols coat or 


the red kimono on the bed.

declared, “hoping to catch the Ameri- 
can farmers and the laboring man, 
but they would put that old law which 
injured or destroyed business back on 
the statute books. They want to let 
down the bars protecting American 
agricultural products.” 

Speaking at an outdoor grangér’s 
picnic at Williams Grove, near the city, 
the senator was interrupted by a sharp 
downpour of rain. As some of the 
huge throng in the Grove started for 
shelter, Curtis ceased but several 
shouted “go ahead.” 

“TI can stand it if you can,” he re- 
plied from thé protected platform, 
“and I'll come down there in the rain 
and shake hands with you when I am 
through.” 

The rain fell intermittently but the 
crowd was protected by trees and it 
stayed through, cheering his plea for 
election of Herbert Hoover and his re- 
iteration of the prediction that the 
agricultural situation “will be worked 
out at the next session of Congress.” 
When he had concluded the sun was 
out and the nominee remained to 
shake hands with many of the crowd 
who came to the stand. 


Would Stop Egg Imports. 


The visit of the senator was the oc- 
casion for a general gathering here to- 
day of State party leaders. He was the 
guest overnight of Gov. Fisher and 
early today he went to the capitol to 
certify the papers qualifying the Re- 
publican electors for this State. The 
party motored in fifteen machines to 
Williams Grove under escort of State 
police. 

Speaking without reference to a pre- 
pared address, Senator Curtis recited 
statistics showing the decrease itn im- 
portations of agricultural and dairy 
imports under the present tariff act 
as compared with the Democratic 
tariff law.

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SENATOR ROBINSON’S SPEECH. 


Senator Joseph T. Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, is a legislator whose integrity, 
ability and force of character are such 
as to command nation-wide respect for 
his political views.

THE “MORAL OBLIGATION.” 


If opposition to the Kellogg treaty 
should develop in the Senate it will find 
its chief provocation in the persistent 
efforts of League of Nations zealots to 
make it appear that the United States 
is undertaking a “moral obligation” to 
abandon its settled policy of neutrality 
in case of war between two or more for- 
eign nations. These zealots point to 
article 16 of the league covenant and in- 
sist that the United States would be 
bound to support the league whenever 
it should decide to establish a commer- 
cial, economic, and financial boycott 
against a nation that had resorted to 
war. All league nations would be bound 
in that event to cut off commercial, eco- 
nomic and financial relations with the 
belligerent, and a blockade would be set 
up against its ports. It is now insisted 
by supporters of the league that the 
United States, through the Kellogg 
treaty, would be morally obliged to join 
the nations engaged in the boycott. 

Hitherto, it is said, the league has 
been fearful that an attempt to establish 
a blockade might have brought about a 
conflict with the United States, which, 
as a neutral, would have insisted upon 
carrying on trade with all nations. Great 
Britain is said to have advised its fellow 
members of the league that it would 
never employ its fleet in enforcing article 
16, because of the danger of becoming 
embroiled in war with the United States. 
But since the nation engaging in war 
would be violating the Kellogg treaty as 
well as the covenant of the league, it Is 
ingeniously suggested that the United 
States would find itself “morally obli- 
gated” to cut off all intercourse with the 
violator. 

This assumption, when it is not mere 
muddy thinking, is an attempt to sub- 
ject the United States to the decisions 
of the League of Nations. Nothing could 
be further from the truth than the state- 
ment that the United States would be 
morally obliged to take sides in a con- 
flict between the League of Nations and 
one of its members. If any nation ad- 
hering to the Kellogg treaty should re- 
sort to war against another nation the 
only effect of such action upon the United 
States would be to release this Nation 
from its agreement with that nation to 
renounce war. The United States would 
be free to make war against the violator 
or to refuse to make war. The right to 
remain neutral would be unimpaired, as 
it is now. , If the war should be between 
foreign nations it would be none of the 
business of the United States so long as 
its rights and interests were not in- 
fringed. This Nation would be disposed 
to remain friendly with all belligerents 
and to maintain its commerce with them. 
It would ignore any boycott or blockade 
set up by one set of foreign nations 
against others, and would insist upon its 
right as a neutral _to carry on trade with 
all. 

The United States, in ratifying the 
Kellogg treaty, would not be pledging it- 
self to become the enemy of any nation 
that should go to war with another. The 
treaty is between the United States and 
each nation, and is a mutual pledge that 
they will renounce war as an instrument 
of national policy in their relations with 
each other. It is not a pledge to renounce 


-war in dealing with some other nation, 


unless that nation has also made the 
pledge. If all observe the treaty, there 
can be no war; but if two foreign nations 
violate the treaty as between each other 
they are not breaking their pledge to the 
United States; they are merely releasing 
the United States from its pledge to re- 
nounce war in its relations with them. 

America can go forward with the rati- 
fication of the Kellogg treaty with entire 
| confidence that the agreement does not 
create any obligation, moral or other- 
wise, to accept any ‘decisions of the 
League of Nations. The treaty takes no 
cognizance of the league. 

There will always be danger of aggres- 
sion against the United States whenever 
two or more strong foreign nations be- 
come involved in war. The Kellogg 
treaty is not a guarantee against war. 
If nations prefer to fight rather than re- 
spect treaties, they will fight. For this 
reason the United States must have a 
naval force sufficient to protect its com- 
merce in all seas. Its commerce will not 
be molested if powerful warships are on 
hand to destroy the assailant. 
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willing to defend its lawful commerce 
against aggression. With American 
warships on guard, international law is 
construed by belligerents in such manner 
as to respect American rights. 
American battleship or 10,000-ton cruiser 
is better than a prize court in upholding 
the right of American commerce to move 
forward in spite of a state of foreign war. 

The very fact that some foreigners 
and some deluded Americans believe that 
the Kellogg treaty will encourage the 
League of Nations to attempt to blockade 
in case of violation of the covenant is 
additional warning to the United States 
to be prepared at all times to defend its 
commerce. Whatever excuses may be 
offered by foreign nations for engaging 
in war among themselves, there will 
never be any justification for raiding neu- 
tral American commerce. They will raid 
it, nevertheless, unless the United States 
Navy is strong enough to protect it, and 
unless the President of the United States 
has the courage to fulfill the only “moral 
obligation” in the premises, which is to 
order the Navy to annihilate any vessel 
that strikes at the American flag flying 
over lawful commerce. 


PENALTIES FOR OFFENDING DRIVERS. 


Traffic Director W. H. Harland, in his annual 
report to the Commissioners, recommends re- 
duction in the penalties prescribed for third- 
offense speeding, first-offense driving while in- 
toxicated and second-offense reckless driving. 
The courts, he believes, should have greater 
discretionary power in such cases, 

When the new traffic act was written it 
was predicated upon the presumption that 
heavy penalities would tend to make motorists 
wary of commiting violations. If, it was rea- 
soned, a man realizes that conviction for third 
offense speeding automatically carries a jail 
sentence, he will be careful to drive within the 
limits prescribed by law. The reasoning has 
proved faulty. Traffic regulations are violated 
without regard to the threat of heavy punish- 
ment. Those arrested for the serious of- 
fenses demand trial by jury, and the case 
not come up for hearing for months. 
rarely brings_in a verdict 
deems the penalty excessive. 

Mr. Harland proposes that the 
maximum penalty for third-offense speeding 
be applied only to offenses committed within 
a period of one year. As the Stands, a 
jail sentence is compulsory, the 
offenses are Kor 
first-offense driving for 
second-offense reckless suggests 
that the punishment be the 
discretion of the court, jail 
sentences applying cases. 
“It is believed,” he says, ‘‘that the ends of 
justice would be if heavy fines were 
imposed for the first offense and permits 
celed, as now provided by the law, 
the present maximum penalty apply 
repeaters.”’ 

The new traffic code has not served to alter 
the situation in regard to arrests for speeding, 
driving while intoxicated and reckless driving. 
Perhaps the fault lies, as Mr. Harland suggests. 
in the fact that juries are unwilling to apply 
jail sentences to traffic offenders. The 
abound with cases in which juries have ac- 
quitted offenders not because they were inno- 
cent but because the jury regarded 
ishment upon conviction as too severe.

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THE MERRILL-RONNE 


The loss of M. M. Merrill and Edwin M. 
Ronne in the crash of Col. Lindbergh’s Curtis 
plane is doubly distressing because of the un- 
questioned abjlity of the two men. Merrill, in 
particular, was an unusually able and cautious 
pilot. The cause of the crash may never be 
known. The weather when the accident oc- 
curred was ‘“thick,’’ but both Merrill and 
Ronne had managed planes in far worse 
weather. It is surmised that Ronne was 
driving and that he miscalculated his altitude. 
The plane crashed in the trees while traveling 
at a high rate of speed and then burst into 
flames. 

That these experienced fliers crashed will be 
taken by many persons as proof that the air- 
plane can not be made safe. Each day, how- 
ever, witnesses automobile tragedies in which 
expert drivers are involved. In this particular 
accident the plane does not seem to have been 
defective. In all probability the pilot erred 
seriously in judgment. That error should not 
be charged up against aviation. Human 
fallibility causes accidents, even in walking or 
plowing a field.

ABUSE OF THE RADIO. 


During hearings before the Radio Commis- 
sion, charges were made that four Pennsyl- 
vania broadcasting stations had engaged in 
personal controversy over the air. The sta- 
tion managements insisted that they were 
within their rights in airing their disputes, 
basing their contention upon the constitu- 
tional guarantee of freedom of speech. The 
commission has placed the four stations upon 
30-day probation, however, and in its order 
takes occasion to say something upon the gen- 
eral question of freedom of speech as applied 
to broadcasting, 

The com sion sometimes has been accused 
of abrogating constitutiona] rights by usurping 
the power of censorship and interfering with 
freedom of speech. The commission occupies 
a difficult position in this connection. In 
suspending the four Pennsylvania stations, it 
asserts that it has been careful not to subject 
itself to criticism for unduly interfering with 
freedom of speech. Then follows this phrase: 

Two neighbors may indulge in any ver- 
bal dispute they please in their own back 
yards, where no one is within hearing 
distance.

Filipino Problems. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Two measures presented in the last 
session of Congress illustrate the new 
stage into which the Filipino-American 
relationship has entered. That the 
authors are regular Republicans makes 
them all the more significant. 

The Welch bill seeks to classify 
Filipinos as foreigners to be excluded 
from the United States under the im- 
mégration law.

First Lord of Admiralty Not 
to Seek Reelection, It 
Is Reported. 


SENSATION IN ENGLAND 


London, Aug. 30 (A.P.).—It was said 
tonight on excellent authority that the 
Right Hon. William Clide Bridgeman, 
first lord of the admiralty since 1924, 
is retiring from the House of Com- 
mons and will announce tomorrow to 
his constituents his intention not to 
seek re-election from Owestry. This 


constituency Bridgeman has represent- | 


ed sinc: 1906, his present term last- 
ing until after general election next 
year. 

“It is generally believed that he will 


be given a peerage on the dissolution 
of the present parliament and will go 
to the House of Lords. Whether this 
Will also mean his resignation from the 
ministry is not known, but this is con- 
sidered possible, in view of the fact 
that he is now 64 years of age and re- 
cently has been subject to attacks of 
arthritis. 

The believed impending action of 
Bridgeman has created a mild political 
sensation in England. It is recalled 
that his role at the naval disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva provoked 
considerable criticism and controversy, 
and was partly responsible, perhaps, 
for the resignation of Lord Cecil from 
the government.

N street number along many of 

New York’s 4,618.4 miles of thor- 

Oughfares is a task to confound even a 

native. 

Avenues running .engthwise of Man- 
huttan Island, and many which run in 
oiher directions, are numbered from 
“one” with no regard for whether they 
Start uptown or down. Broadway be- 
Sins at the Battery, Sixth avenue in the 
center of Greenwich Village Fifth ave- 
nue at Washington square and Madison 
avenue at Madison square, wherefore 
the traveler who starts east across town 
from Times square intersects Broadway 
in the 1600s, Sixth avenue in the 600s, 
Fifth avenue in the 400s and Madison 
in the 300s. 

If an address can not be identified as 
in the vicinity of Times square, the 
Grand Central Station, Greenwich Vil- 
lage or some other familiar district, 
many a stranger finds it simplest to lo- 
cate the street he seeks, and then to 
follow it in either direction until he 
finds the right number. 

Crosstown streets above the vicinity 
of Washington square are numbered 
east and west from Fifth avenue Here, 
too, avenues run north and scuth and 
streets east and west. But downtown a 

treet is a street in whatever direction 

it runs, and even in sections which are 
not a part of “old New York” an occa- 

S.onal concourse stops suddenly and an- 

other begins. Fourth avenue, for in- 

stance, becomes Park avenue at Thirty- 
fourth street without a break in the 


width or straightness of the thorough- 
fare. 
SYSTEM WITH EXCEPTIONS. 

Riverside Drive starts at Seventy- 
second street, and the numbering of 
its apartments begins there just oelow 
the eminence from which the $2,000,- 
000 mansion of Charles M. Schwab 
overlooks the Hudson. On the drive, 
as elsewhere, it is impossible to deduce 
from the street number the location 
of a given address. 

But one New Yorker has divined in 
the numbering along the drive a pat- 
tern which those who assigned the 
numbers probably did not anticipate. 
Since it begins at Seventy-second 
street, he takes a tenth of the street 
mumber he is hunting and adds it to 
72. Thus 310 Riverside Drive—31l and 
72 totaling 103—will be found near 
the intersection of 103rd street; and 
480 Riverside Drive can be located at 
120th street. 

Unfortunately even this system has 
its limitations. For above Grant’s 
Tomb the drive crosses a viaduct and 
there are no more apartments until 
the farther bank is reached. There the 
next number appears, as if there had 
been no lapse, and so the formula falls 
north of 125th street.

Putting 
fortunes into collections of which you

INDIANS, TOO, HAD THEIR TOOTH 
TROUBLE. 

HE Indians had their share of 
tooth trouble, popular opinion 

and the absence of dentists to the 
contrary. In fact, it is certain that 
primitive people everywhere, and in all 
ages, paid tribute in pain and loss of 
teeth for their violation of the prin- 
ciples of hygiene. 

Recently I made a superficial exam- 
ination of some parts of skeletons dug 
out of Indian mounds in Coahama 
County, Miss., by C. W. Clark. I under- 
stand that Peabody, of Harvard, pro- 
nounced these relics to be of Indian 
and not of mound builder origin. 

The moderate number of teeth in the 
collection showed cavities in teeth due 
to decay, exceptional wearing away of 
enamel and dentine, unusual eburna- 
tion, yellowish-brown, very hard en- 
amel, pyorrhea with extensive scale 
and overcrowding of the Jaws. I am 
syre a skilled dentist would have found 
more than I did. 

The cavities were typical of cavities 
due to decay as found in our time and 
among our people. A considerable pro- 
portion of the teeth showed decay. 
Pyorrhea is a disease of the gums. I 
judged that pyorrhea was present dur- 
Ing life by the scale on the roots and 
the evidence of recession. of the gums. 
It may not have affected the alveolar 
processes aS much as we expect. In the 
case of advanced pyorrhea, as we see 
it today. 

Some of the jaws showed teeth out 
of line, crowding as we see it. This ts 
of some consequence, as it is said that 
the prevalence of crowding and tIrre- 
gularity of the jaw is a sign of modern 
decadence. It has been asserted that 
man is slowly losing perfection of his 
jaw bones because he does not develop 
his face muscles. Plainly, the Indians 
lived on coarse foods and used 
teeth as grinders. Som of these teeth 
were worn down as men do not wear 
them down today, not even tobacco 
chewers. Some oi these teeth looked 
like the teeth of an old, cornfed horse. 
The enamel was exceptionally hard and 
good except in the region of decay. 

It is said the Indians suffered great- 
ly from rheumatism. Of the _ few 
bones none showed evidence of arth- 
ritis. One skull had a hole in it. This 
hole had thin edges and may have 
been due to trephining. The skulls 
were far squarer or rounder than those 
of white Americans) The skull plates 
were thick. The antra were large,

Food Set Before Him. 

A not only consumes the requisite 
calories and vitamines, but does 
it promptly and without fuss. 

Ordinarily a healthy child comes 
hungry to table. There ought to be no 
question of his eating a hearty meal, 

Yet again and again mothers com- 
plain that their children dwadle over 
their food or entirely refuse it. They 
find that neither coaxing nor coercion 
bring any appreciable improvement. 

We have all seen the _ intelligent 
mother who knews what is good for 
growing bodies, stuffing spinach into 
an obstinate and resistant mouth. In- 
evitably the situation ends in triumph 
for the child. 

Again, who is not famillar with the 
conscientious mother who resorts to 
the system of, “One for mother, one 
for father-—see, it’s almost gone, now 
just one more—”’ and so on for an 
hour. Perhaps she even tells him 
stories or sings to him. 

Then there is the youngster whose 
poor appetite is the subject of parental 
controversy over the breakfast table. 
He listens while mutual recriminations 
fly over his head. 

Any normal child would rather go 
hungry than forego certain victory in 
a clash of wills, or miss these situa- 
tions of which he is the center. The 
merest baby can not fail to realize that 
simply by refusing his food he can 
make the world revolve around him 
He can force his mother to pay atten- 
tion to him, and to him only, for an 
hour at a time. He can make himself 
the center of an emotional family 
scene. Once a child has learned’ this 
key to power he does not readily give 
it up. 

It. is therefore vital not only to serve 
the right food, but to serve it cas- 
ually. Voice and manner must be. free 
of the concern a mother always feels 
for her child’s health. When food has 
stood before him for 15 or 20 minutes 
{t should, without comment, be re- 
moved, though it has been but partly 
eaten or not even touched. It will 
take strength of mind to carry through 
this program with a child who has, as 
it were, beg accustomed to music 
with his meals. If he 1s actually left 
to his course of voluntary starvation, 
his appetite will soon be normal, and 
his eating prompt and regular.

HAT sort of an answer would 

you, as a father, send to this 

boy? His mother forwarded the 
letter to me and aske.’ me to write to 
the boy. I am writing the way I would 
were he actually my boy. If any of you 
fathers do not like this letter tell me 
so and send me a better one. This is 
a real problem that Jim is up against. 
But let him speak for himself. 

“Dear Dad and Mother: I received 
your letter about smoking today. I 
guess I'll quit—so that’s that. 

“This is a great camp and we are 
having a lot of fun and learn a lot be- 
Sides. And it isn’t as much of a snap 
as people think, either. 

“Now, I want to discuss something 
with you, and please be frank. 

“All the fellows here tell dirty jokes 
and sing dirty songs. Henry and Bill 
have learned a filthy song, and they. 
chased me all over the grounds shout- 
ing it. I covered my ears and ran. 
Now, I can’t help but feel rather small 
and characterless at running (as we 
are taught in English, Galahad was 
pure, but his was a negative purity—he 
ran from evil). 


“Now, J] know that fundamentally 
Henry and Bill are clean men—this I 
know. (You get to know a fellow after 
camping with him.) But they argue 
that it is perfectly natural and granted 
that fellows listen to and tell dirty 
jokes. But I confess I am bewildered. 
Just now, Henry read this, and said 
that he didn’t respect me any more 
for writing it, and that his mother 
would be ashamed of him if he ever 
wrote her a letter like this. It is just 
this sort of thing that bewilders me. 
What course should I take? Dad, did 
you ever listen to dirty jokes? Is it 
true that this thing is really accepted? 

“Write soon: Love JIM,” 

Dear Boy—I’ve ea to them and 
told them. So that’s that. Any boy 
who has ever been outside of a baby 
carriage has heard more or less smut. 
Right at home children often hear side 
remarks and much snickering which 
they do not at the time understand. 
At school there’s always some smutty 
talker. At college, the club and the 
street corner one runs across the boy 
or the man with his, “‘Here’s a nice, 
juicy one * * *” 

When you were a child your mother 
and I never told each other a story 
before you or behind you. We knew 
that children are not such little dumb- 
bells as some folks think. Anyhow, 
your mother ‘has been, is, and always 
will be, too well bred to tell or listen 
to smut. And the associations which I 
now have in my business are such that 
I’ve got a lot of things to do and talk 
about besides wasting time on, “Now, 
that’s a good one. Do you know the 
one about the traveling man who * * *” 
. But nevertheless, my boy, your pres- 
ent problem is a very real one. You are 
in a camp where you are supposed to do

as the others do. Clubs} camps and 
fraternity houses are v4 4% places for 


salacious stories, and not all tellers, by 
any means, are wicked and degenerate. 
As you say, Henry and Bill, fundamen- 
tally, are clean fellows, 

You ran away, covering up your ears. 
What a kid thing to do! I am sur- 
prised and chagrined that my boy, 
now reaching man’s estate, should act 
like a baby. 

Stand your ground, my boy. The 
camp is yours as-much as any one’s. 
You have as much right to express 
your ideals as the others have. You 
needn’t preach them a sermon or read 
the riot act. Have some snappy, clean 
stories at your tongue’s end. Or, if 
you can, sing and accompany yourself 
on an instrument. Give them a sam- 
ple of something good. 

Down deep, Henry and Bill are clean 
fellows. For want of anything better 
to do they are shooting smut. It’s the 
easier way of entertaining because it 
requires no special talent in story tell- 
ing, singing, relating incidents or in 
discussing life problems. 

For goodness sake don’t pose as a 


reformer. That works with adults, but 
not with boys. The latter like straight 
shooters. You didn’t shoot. You ran 


away from the battle. 

If you were in the Pullman smoker 
(but I see you will not be there because 
you have quit smoking) and a traveling 
acquaintance started to tell a story 
which developed into something dirty, 
would you jump off the train? Or dis- 
dainfully rise from the seat, saying “I 
am not in the habit of hearing vile 
words out of the vile mouth of a vile 
man.” Or would you sit still and 
scowl? Or would you read him a lec- 
ture? Or would you say, “How’s this 
for a story?” and then tell a corking 
good, clean story with a point to it? 
Tell him another, and another. Soak 
him with stories that bring a laugh 
from the humor in them—not from the 
smut. 

You are, my boy, going to run up 
against a lot of things in life which 
are disagreeable and not in accord with 
our family practice or belief.

SUNBURN AND AFTER- 
WARDS. 
HE warming days of summer are 
finding many a fair lady seated 
before her mirror wondering what 
in the world she can do about a fading 
tan, a batch of freckles or a skin 
coarsened and roughened through in- 
discreet exposure to the sun. They 
may well be object lessons for those 
others who are looking forward to be- 
lated vacations or glorious week-ends 
at the shore or in the mountains dur- 
ing the sunshiny days still to come. 
Some skins tan when exposed to the 
sun, some burn and blister without 
tanmng, some freckle. A great deal of 
discomfort and subsequent work and 
worry over skin condition can easily be 
avoided with the most simple of pre- 
cautions. Following are some rather 
general hints: 
Before a sun-bath is taken or any 
part of the skin exposed to the sun, 
@& generous coating of cold cream or 
lotion should be applied to the skin. 
After the excess is wiped away, talcum 
powder should be dusted on. This, 
with a broad-brimmed hat, will prove 
excellent protection. For more oily 
skins, a mixture of equal parts of 
glyceriné and rose-water merges an ex- 
cellent powder base for hot weather. 
For the fair, delicate skin of the pro- 
nounced blonde, an excellent protec- 
tion is six or eight ounces of olive-oil 
to which has been added about a quar- 
ter of an ounce of tincture of benzoin. 
After coming in out of hot sunlight, 
the skin that has been exposed should 
be given a generous application of cold 
cream. The cream should be left on 
for a few minutes and then wiped off 
with clean absorbent cotton which has 
been wrung out of witch hazel. A 
soothing lotion may be patted on after 
the cleansing. 
There are many good bleaches for 
tan that is persistent in spite of all 
precautions and for the freckles that 
will make their appearance on the 
slightest provocation. Some effective 
bleaches can be made at home, but I 
think that one is on a safer and surer 
road in securing bleaches manufac- 
tured for special purposes by recog- 
nized specialists.

“The big -increase in the number of | 
broken mains is due to the increased | 
pressure being sent through old mains 
Since the opening of the Dalecarlia 
Reservoir. That is added, of course, 
to the normal breakage from repave- 
ment of streets and other causes.” 

“Is it giving you much trouble?” 
Garland was asked. 

“No extra trouble, but considerable 
expense,” he replied, and went on to 
Say that the broken mains and service | 
pipes are found when streets are 
Opened and are replaced before the 
Streets are closed again, but that no 
special openings are made to find or 
replace the main broken by the new 
pressure. 

“The expense,” he added, 
chiefly from waste of water 
leaks through the breaks.

Doubts Value of Placarding. 


“The health officer differs*with the 
views expressed by the investigator with 
respect to placarding of houses tor 
minor contagious diseases. Without 
employment of a very large personnel 
and a correspondingly large expendt- 
ture of money it is impossible to un- 
dertake the placarding of houses where 
influenza, measles, mumps, chicken pox 
and whooping cough exist. Moreover, 
I do not believe if this placarding could 
be done that any practical benefit 
would result. 

“It is felt that almost any fair-mind- 
ed and practical person would readily 
see how impossible it would have been 
during the frightful epidemic of in- 
fluenza a few years ago, when hurmreds 
of cases were reported every day, to 
have placarded all houses where cases 
of that disease existed. 

“It is admitted that prompt placard- 
ing of all premises where minor con- 
tagious diseases exist would be an 
‘ideal’ procedure, but it is not at all 
practical in large cities and I do not 
believe that the expense would be justi- 
fied. Nor do I believe that there is any 
large city in the United States where 
such a practice is carried out with any 
degree of efficiency or success.” 


Cites "Need of More Funds. 


Dr. Fowler scouted the suggestion 
that his aids should verify diagnoses 
by physicians of the diseases of their 
patients, saying: 

“Such action on the part of the 
health department would, I believe, 
be resented by the physicians and 
probably also by a majority of their 
patients and would, yndoubtedly, lead 
to serious trouble between the medical 
profession and the health department. 

“Physicians who have been licensed 
to practice and have passed the re- 
quired examination to test their fit- 
ness to do so, should be permitted to 
carry on their legitimate work without 
unnecessary interference on the part 
of the Government,” 

Dr. Fowler criticized the suggestion 
that colored nurses be paid less than 
white nurses for similar work. 

In conclusion Dr. Fowler gaid: 

“While an enlarged budget is badly 
needed it is doubtful if local condi- 
tions justify at this time so extensive 
a program as that outlined. It is be- 
lieved a more moderate program will 
quite meet present requirements.
